was so seriously shaken by the

tempt on her life that she left im- 
mediately for Rome. 
The-police are 


making eveVy endeavor to discover the 
criminal. Mrs. Sherwood, the Ameri- 
can society writer, was the queen's 
next neighbor in the baths. She has 
given the detectives a clew on which 
they are working. 
The news of the 


attempt on the queen dowager's life 
rapidly spread through the community 
ot 15,000 visitors, and occasioned th« 
greatest excitement. The fact that the 
attempt had failed caused the greatest' 
satisfaction. 
Queen 
Maria 
Pia 
is 


known'. personally to many people 
here. She has mingled freely wit^her 
acquaintances at the baths. Her sweet 
disposition and democratic manner 
have evoked the affection, of all with 
whom she has come in contact. The 
attempted assassination is regarded 
with horror. Maria Pia, Queen" Dow- 
ager of Portugal, was born Princess of 
Savoy in 1847. She was married to the 
late King Luiz of Portugal In 1862. She 
was the favorite sister of the late King. 
Humbert of Italy, and is aunt of the 
present King of Italy, 
Victor. Em- 


manuel III., with whom she has taken 
refuge. King Luis was easy-going and 
good-natured to a fault, and Maria 
Pia was high-tempered and imperious 
to an extraordinary degree. The king 
pardoned the disreputable Duke of Sal- 
dacha for conspiracy, but Quee'n Maria 
told him on the first occasion of meet- 
ing-him after his release from confine- 
ment: 
"Would to heaven, duke, .that 


I had been king, tot you should have 
been shot within twenty-four hours.'-'

a grandmother, Queen Maria Pia

There is a department at the uni- 


versity of 'Wisconsin summer school 
this year which is absolutely unique. 
According 
to the Wisconsin State 


Journal nothing of .'its kind is to 
be found anywhere else in the coun- 
try. 
Wisconsin 
enterprise 
is 


solely responsible for its existence. 
This department, which has aroused 
favorable 
comment 
all over the 


United States, is the school for ap- 
prentices and artisans. 


The credit for originating the plan 


is due to J. B. Johnson, dean o£ the 
college of engineering. It was estab- 
lished at the beginning of the ses- 
sion this summer as an experiment; 
something to be looked into 
and 


tried. 
'Now, toward the close of the 


six weeks it has proved its practic 
ability and will very likely become a 
permanent institution. 
Its success 


Is claimed by both the students and 
professors. 


In the school there are .some forty 


men taking up the work. They range 
in age from flfteen to fifty-five or so. 
From 
the youngest 
to 
the oldest 


they are enthusiastic about it. They 
come not only from 
all over this 


state but ffom other states as well. 
Their testimony is that ,the work is 
practical from beginning to end and 
gives them just what they want to 
get. 
The instructors say that the 


, students are good 
workers and im.- 


prove every, moment of their time. 
They, realize 
that their time for 


study is short and make the most of 
it. 


About one-'half the students have 


taken 
correspondence courses 
in 


some branch of engineering before 
atiendig 
the university 
summer 


school. 
The school is not opposed 


to correspondence 
institutions, but 


rather approves of them. 
There are 


no mail courses at the university. 
so that~ when some one applies 
fqy 


correspondence instruction, they are 
referred to some regular school 
of 


tliis sort. 
The student wuo knows 


the theory of a certain line of work 
has more time to put in on experi 
ments and the proving of his princi- 
ples. 


The many pieces of expensive ap-

The greater part 
of the student's time is spent in lab-

Tuesdays 


and Thursdays, between twelve and 
one o'clock there is a lecture hour 
and on Mondays, Wednesdays 
ami 


Fridays the students attend the lec- 
Ttu-es -from 
eight till twelve. 
The 


rest of the time from eight to twelve 
and from one to five is spent in > ap- 
plying the principles laid down in the 
lectures. 
There is very little recita 


tion work. 
The men. who are at 


tending the school know what they 
are there for and apply themselves 
accordingly. 
The time is so short 


that it was not thought the benefits 
of recitations would correspond with 
the time consumed. Problems, how- 
ever, are given at the lectures for 
tee students to work out for them- 
selves. 


The work the students get is all of 


a sort that will be useful to cnern1.af- 
terwards. 
In .most cases, where the 


pupils are able to follow it, it con-

ON WILD ANIMALS 


Difficulty of Trapping and Transport- 


ing Them From South Africa— • 


Methods Used by Hagenbach. 


People sometimes wonder at the 


immense prices put upon wild ani- 
mals. ' The forests of Africa 
and 


other parts of the word, are full 
of 


wild beasts, they argue. . It is only 
necessary to trap them and bring 
them librae. 
Why, then, should a 


giraffe cost a thousand pounds and 
a rhinoceros a similar sum? 


It is only 
a big dealer in wild 


beasts who can explain why his com- 
modities are so costly. 
But 
wlien 


he retails a few of the risks in this 
most risky 
of all businesses the 


only wonder left is, not tha't wild 
beasts are so dear, but that they are 
as cheap as they are. 


Carl Hagen.back is the biggest wild 


aniaml dealer in the world. 
Quite 


i-hree-quarters of the beasts on . exhi- 
bition all the world over have passed 
through is hands. His name is known 
in African jungle villages where his 
kaiser's has never been heard. Afri- 
ca 
is Hagenbeck's 
chief hunting 


ground, ami 'his store house for wild 
animals near Cape 
Town, 
covers 


thitrty acres 
of ground ami costs 


£7.000 to £9,000 a year for wages 
and upkeep. It -must be remembered 
that nearly: all the rarer animals of 
Africa have now been driven up be- 
hind 
the Zambesi. 
This means 


2,000 miles of toilsome traveling for 
the trapper before a start can 
be 


made. 


The last'Natal hippopotamus-was 


killed about five years £>,<?o, Koodooo, 
gnu. and hartebeeest, have long been 
practically extinct in the Colony, and 
though lions are still fairly common 
in Rhodesia, the rarer creatures, like 
giraffe, and rhinoceros, and elephant, 
are constantly retiring before 
the 


white man to the center of the con- 
tinent. 


The man in charge of a trapping 


expedition, must be. experienced, re- 
sourceful, must know the country, 
the languages, and be something of 
a doctor into the bargain. 
He takes 


fearful risks, especially from fever, 
and must be proportionately paid. 
Hagenbeck gives his men £12 a week 
and all expenses. 
The latter 
are 


enormous. 
Native carriers must be 


hired by Ijhe .score. 
They know 


their worth and insist on proportion- 
ate pay. Each carries 601b., 
and 


the charge on such a load merely 
from the East coast up to the Great 
Lakes is two 
or three shillings a 


pound. 
Big amounts of stores are 


a necessity, for noU only must guns, 
ammunition, traps, 
tinned 
goods, 


groceries, portable boats, and medi- 
cal comforts be taken, but also large 
amounts 
of cloth, 
needles, 
and 


beads. to pay the natives for fresh 
supplies and 'for information. 


That terrible insect, the tsetse fly. 


Is another indirect cause of the Afri- 
can trapper of great expense. 
The 


creature, whose bite is fatal to hors- 
es, 'mules and 
oxen, makes human 


transport the only means of getting 
goods up to the interior. 


The item of traps is a serious one. 
Lions are taken in a net 18 feet 


square, and rimmed by a very power- 
ful elastic band. 
Such a net cost 


£30 to £40 by the time it reaches 
the scene of action, wher it is et 
over a pit near a water hole. Port- 
able bamboo 
cages are also neces- 


sary in which to transport hte savage 
captives. 


Elephants, rhinoceros. and hippo- 


potami are trapped in pits, labor for 
the digging of which is another item 
in the hunter's bill. 


The inexperienced man who caught 


a rhinoceros in a pit in the middle 
of Africa would be equally puzzled 
as to how to get the creature out. 
or, when, out. to get it down to the 
coast. 
An inclined plane must be 


dug for the first, and then the huge 
brute, half 
tamed by- hunger and 


fright, must ,be f^curely Shackled 
with great chains and ropes and so 
led through tangled forests and'over 
stony or sandy 
plains 
for many 


hundreds 
of miles, all ttoe time at 


imminent risk to the leaders' lives. 
Food a.nd water too are absolutely 
necessary for such a captive, and if 
the country is -sterile such must be 
carried. 
Itl is wonderful how soon 


even a rhinoceros will give up and 
die if not properly, fed. 


The two most difficult of all known 


creatures both to trap and to get 
to the coast are the giraffe and the 
zebra. 
The 
latter can only be 


caught in high and barren hills and 
with the utmost difficulty oecause of 
its shyness; while the giraffe is rap- 
idly approaching extinction. 


The latter was tolcl by a gentle- 


man 
who had charge on • its 
way 


home 'of a zebra now in England that 
it was the only one that reached the 
vjoast out of fourteen caught in Aby- 


sinia. 
Giraffes, too, have a heart 


breaking habit of dying suddenly, on 
the way down country- A fine young 
specimen, safely shipped a couple of 
years ago to England, disappointed its 
keeper at the last 'minute by break-• 
ing its long neck against a beam. 


Even when he has his animals safe 


at the port of shipment, —e collect- 
or's troubles are far from over. Prac- 
tically no tropical beast will stand 
the change to damp,, cold climate of 
Northern Europe. 
They muse 
be 


slowly and 
gradual y hardened off. 


Most elaborate 
apparatus for tuis 


purpose 
is used 
in Hagenbeck's 


store house, near Cape Town. 
The 


temperature in the lion's cages, 
is 


slowly 
loweredz by means of ice. 


Monkeys are acclimated in similar 
fashion. 


Tapir the Most Expensive. 


The Indian tapir 
is at present 


the most expensive of all wild ani- 
mals; £1,500 
is its price, a giraffe 


now 
fetching 
£1,000 
to £1,200. 


Two horned rhinoceroses cost £800 
to £1,000. 
But some animals are 


practicaly priceless. 
These include 


the African gorilla, and the Kadiak 
bear. 
The gorilla has been caught; 


many specimens have been, indeed, 
brought to the west coast but this 
man like ape is so habituated to the 
steamy atmosphere of its native for- 
ests that it is the rarest «,aing for 
one to survive the voyage to Europe. 


.As for the Kadiak bear, .the great- 


est of all the bear triue, which prowl 
through the wooded valleys of Kad- 
iaW Island, off Alaska, no specimen 
'has yet been caught alive. Seeing 
that the .creature weighs up to a ton 
and 
is strong 
in proportion, 
it 


seems doubtful if a full grown one 
ever will be seen in a menagerie.— 
Tid-Bits.

Cincinnati, 
San Francisco, 
Pitts- 


burgh—and tlie daily which is mak- 
ing the money is issued at the close 
of the .day. 
Without at this time 


entering into the question of which 
is the better newspaper, the morning 
or the evening—it must be evident 
that there are sound business reas- 
ons for this financial success, whic'h 
is the more surprising when one.re- 
calls the gireat (influential morning 
dailies' of not so many years ago. 
Those were 
the days of personal 


journalism, when people bought 
the 


New York Tribune, not to read the 
news, but to see -w.hat Horace Gveel- 
ey had to say. Ther were giants 
in those days—but they did not print 
newspapers as we understand the 
term toilay. 


The world does its work in the day 


time. 
In the evening it amuses it-

egraph editor, who has served long 
terms at both the day and the night 
desks, once said to me: 


"There is no denying that fully

icled in the day report. 
The night 


report not 
infrequently follows on 


with interesting opinion and gossip 
about the happening, but the actual 
happening itself is almost invariab- 
ly an old 
'story by the time the 


morning paper" gets it to its read- 
ers." 
And that is true. 


The afternoon paper is still very 


tar from being a perfect product ev- 
en in a comparative sense. .Probably 
no one 
realizes^ 
its shortcomings 


more keenly than those .most inti- 
mately concerned in putting it to- 
gether. 
The hoc haste with which 


this daily synthesis is accomplished 
increases the liability to error, and 
the striving for accuracy on a con- 
scientious afternoon paper is quite 
as strenuous 
as the race against 


time. 
But I believe that' with the

will inevitably outstrip 


its morning rival and become

have held public office by virtue of a 
popular election. 


. To be an eelctor of senators half the 
number of electors in each province 
must be 25 years old, be able to read 
and write, have lived in the province

grade for real estate. The other half 
must have Jived two years 
in 
the 


province, possess a professional de- 
gree or have been elected to a public 
office. 


To be a presidential elector a man
